Queen Promises Peace Attempts 
LONDON (UPI)— Queen Elizabeth II opened the 
new session of Parliament today in a colorful, cen­ 
turies-old ritual and pledged that the Labor govern­ 
ment will make new efforts to bring peace to Viet 
Nam and maintain the Atlantic alli­ 
ance at full strength. 
Flanked by heralds in ancient 
costume and members of the royal 
household in knee breeches and flow­ 
ing gowns, the Queen outlined the 
program of Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson in a 10-minute “speech from 
the throne/’ 
“A particular concern of my 
ministers will be to use all available 
means to achieve a negotiated settlement of the con­ 
flict in Viet Nam,” the Queen said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Defense Department is consid­ 
ering new transactions to buy 
back and otherwise reacquire 
about 500,000 bombs and artil­ 
lery shells previously sold or 
given to West Germany, it was 
learned today. 
The shells and bombs would 
go into U.S. stocks and presum­ 
ably would be available for the 
war in Viet Nam. 
At the same time, the Penta­ 
gon is thinking of getting back 
about 5 million rounds of small 
arms ammunition, 35,000 small 
weapons and about 1,500 radios 
from the Germans. 
This materiel would be redis­ 
tributed under the military aid 
program to other allied and 
friendly countries, possibly in­ 
cluding South Viet Nam. 
The Pentagon’s moves to re­ 
claim this ordnance and equip­ 
ment were disclosed in a letter 
from John T. Me Naught on, as- 


sistant secretary of defense, to 
Rep. Durward G. Hall, R-Mo. 
A copy of McNaughton’s let­ 
ter, dated March 31, became 
available after Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara tes­ 
tified before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Wednes­ 
day, denying once again reports 
of bomb shortages. 
In his letter, McNaughton said 
“the guiding principle on reac­ 
quisition is, of course, that we 
will pay no more for the mater­ 
iel than was paid to us when it 
was sold.” 
Last week, the Defense De­ 
partment acknowledged that it 
had bought back from a Ger­ 
man firm 5,570 750-pound bombs 
at a price more than 10 times 
what the weapons had been sold 
for as surplus. 
The bombs were sold to the 
German firm for $1.70 each and 
the Defense Department paid 
$21 apiece to get them back. 


Prof Says 'Jungle Law' 
Proper For Railroads 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
railroad should have the light to 
discontinue any train it pleases, 
a professor testified yesterday. 
“I believe the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission should be 
discontinued and railroads ex­ 
empted from regulation by state 
agencies,” he said. 
Testifying before the Califor­ 
nia Public Utilities Commission 
was Dr. George W. Hilton, Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles economics professor. 
The PUC is holding a hearing 
on Southern Pacific Co.’s peti­ 
tions to discontinue its overnight 
Lark trains between San Fran­ 
cisco and Los Angeles and all 
its passenger trains between 
Bakersfield and Los Angeles. 
Holding that competition and 
the “law of the jungle” are 
adequate safeguards for the 
public. Dr. Hilton declared the 
Sherman and Clayton Antitrust 
Acts should be applied only to 
such practices as price fixing. 
SP says it is losing 81 million 
annually on the Larks, although

less than $300,000. 
Dr. Hilton said the public 
prefers other means of travel to 
trains and that the richer Amer­ 
icans become the less they use 
passenger trains. 
Commissioner Peter E. Mitch­ 
ell asked if railroads had obli­ 
gations since as public utilities 
they are granted certain rights 
by states. The commissioner 
asked if railroads didn't have 
different obligations than a de­ 
partment store. 
“ No, there is no meaningful 
distinction between the two. nor 
should there be in public policy,” 
Hilton replied. 
The professor, who had testi­ 
fied before, again predicted the 
end of rail passenger service by 
the century's end.

Sleuths Find 
More Clues To 
Judy Murder 


SANTA CRUZ (AP)-Search- 
ers have found two more sizable 
bone fragments in the canyon 
where Judy Williamson’s skele­ 
tal remains were discovered. 
Police say they now have 
further hopes of learning what 
happened to the girl. 
Miss Williamson, an 18-year- 
old coed from Albany, vanished 
30 months ago on her way to 
classes at the University of Cal­

Partial 
skeletal remains of the girl 
were found last April 7. 
Searchers yesterday f o u n d 
parts of a human backbone and 
thigh, which were taken to Dr.

The latest discovery included 
a zipper and fragments of red 
and green plaid material. She 
was wearing a red and green 
plaid 
skirt when she disap­ 
peared. 
Police Chief Ralph Jensen of 
Albany was awaiting Kirk’s re­ 
port 
on 
clothing 
fragments 
found earlier with the partial 
skeleton. A repliminary report 
indicated 14 small knife slits 
through the clothing. 
“But we are hoping he (Kirk) 
will come up with soiftething 
that might point to the rlurder- 
er,” Jensen added. 
“We may or may not re-ques­ 
tion our suspects, depending on 
what he comes up with,” Jen­ 
sen said. “ But we may not have 
the report for a long time.” 
The police chief said none of 
the suspects has been eliminat­ 
ed. He discounted as “ irrespon­ 
sible’’ any report that suspicion 
had narrowed to one man. or 
that he knows who the murder­ 
er is, but lacks evidence.

; and investigators were rushed 
to the isolated town deep in the 


wild Naga hills about 350 miles 
northeast of Calcutta. 


The cause of the disaster was 
not yet known, the radio said. 
But rebel Naga tribesmen in 
Assam State have been waging 
a guerrilla campaign for years 
against 
the 
central 
govern 
ment’s control. 


The Nagas were blamed for 
two explosions aboard the As­ 
sam Mail Express on Feb. 16 in 
which 38 persons were killed. 
Naga leaders recently con­ 
ferred with Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi and pressed their 


case for establishment of a 
Naga state. She pronounced the 
talks satisfactory, but one Naga 
faction wants to fight rather 
than to negotiate and the rebel­ 
lion has continued. 


The Indian government also 
has been plagued by rebellion of 
the Mizo tribesmen in the hills 
of southeast India, south of the 
Nagas between East Pakistan 
and Burma. They overran the 
towns of Aijal and Langleh last 
month and it took at least a bri­ 
gade of Indian army troops and 
planes to push them out. Lan­ 
gleh is about 200 miles south of 
Lumding. 


The 
I n d i a n 
government 
claimed its troops had crushed 
the rebellion but there have 
been signs that the Mizos were 
still fighting.

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Sculpture Of Bird 


Brings In $140,000 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
sale of a sculpture for the un­ 
precedented auction price of 
$140,000 wrote a fitting climax 
to the legend of the late cos­ 
metics magnate Helena Rubin­ 
stein, as shrewd in art as she 
was in business. 
Mrs. Rubinstein was reported 
to have paid no more than $5,- 
000 — and some sources say 
quite a bit less — for Constantin 
Brancusi's 1937 version of his 
masterpiece, "Bird in Space." 
But it brought a world auction 
record for sculpture last night 
when it was sold to the Stephen 
Hahn Gallery of New York at 
the Parke-Bernet Galleries. 
The $140,000 purchase price 
helped boost the total for the 
first eight sales of Mme. Rubin­ 
stein’s unique collection of mod­ 
ern art works to $1,445,200. The 
overall total of the sales, spaced 
over two weeks plus a previous 
$371,610 auction price for her 
jewelry, was expected to reach 
more than $3 million. 
Mme. Rubinstein, a Polish 
farm girl who parlayed a facial 
cream formula into a $34 mil­ 
lion-a-year business, died a 
year ago at the age of 94. She 
willed all of her paintings, sculp­ 
tures, African and Oceanic art, 
and furnishings from homes in 
New York, Paris and London to 
the Helena Rubinstein founda­ 
tion for the benefit of needy 
women and children.

The To m ale s Elementary 
School will have a kindergarten 
and a fulltime superintendent- 
principal next fall, the Tomales 
Bay School District board de­ 
cided last night. 
The present principal, David 
L. Raffo, who is also eighth 
grade teacher, was named to the 
job of superintendent, at $11,000 
a year.

Only Lagunitas, Tómales Ignore

Nearly hall ol Marin's .school 
d.stricts have now set salaries 
t«*r next school year, and with 
two exceptions, they lollow a 
lam iiiar pattern. 
The exceptions are Lagunitas 
Elem entary School District and 
Tomales High School District. 
Lagunitas trustees did some­ 
thing that is much talked a b o u t1 
in education circles, but very 1 
seldom done- introduced merit 
pay. 
“ Merit pay,” as used by the 
school popple. means simply 
paying more for better work. 
It ha«! been consistently op­ 
posed. however, by the teach­ 
ers themselves. 
Although 
in­ 
sisting they are professionals, 
teachers preler to follow the 
common trade union practice 
ol fixed pay. with no provision 
for extra money lor outstanding 
performance. 
Virtually 
without exception, 
the salary schedules tor teach­ 
ers are based solely on two 
things: the number of college i 
credits amassed, and the num­ 
ber of years of teaching »with 
a limit, usually five >ears, in 


the credit !**r teaching in Mime 
other district i 
Lagunitas District did not de­ 
part Irom this civil service-tvpe 
pay schedule, but it is offering 
teachers the option of applying 
for inclusion in a “ career col­ 
umn” which will entitle them to 
an extra $500 per year.

American Federation of Teach­ 
ers hollering for raises of 10 
per cent and up, and even more 
particularly because Tomales' 
$5.400-$9.288 scale is the lowest 
for any public high school in 
Mann County. 
Other M ann districts that got 
in the first round of salary set­ 
ting gave pay raises that aver­ 
aged from about $450 (in Marm 
Junior Callege District) to near­ 
ly $700 <in San Rafael High and 
Elem entary School Districts).

American are the most mar­ 
ried people in the world. Nine­ 
ty-three per cent of us get mar­ 
ried eventually, according to 
Dr. Carlfred Broderick, asso­ 
ciate professor in family re­ 
lations at Pennsylvania State 
University, who spoke on “Go­ 
ing Steady: The Beginning of 
the End.” 
The forces affecting this re­ 
markable achievement are un­ 
seen, but nevertheless quite ef­ 
fective. Dr. Broderick pointed 
out the possibility of perhaps 
equaUng 
the 
circumstances 
with the marriage brokerage 
system used in Egypt. 
Invisible as this mechanism 
for getting people married may­ 
be. the final result is very 
much the same. He advanced 
the “double funnel” theory of 
courtship, “ where marriage is 
viewed as the ultimate step in 
a funnel of commitments which 
start with the very casual 
commitment to spend an eve­ 
ning together and end with a 
commitment to spend a life­ 
time together.”

relating to high school juniors 
and seniors, Dr. Broderick fur­ 
ther pointed out the relation­ 
ship between the couples, with 
the boy “assigned the role of 
moving the relationship down 
the intimacy funnel and the 
girl expected to press for move­ 
ment down the commitment 
funnel. As the relationship pro­ 
gresses in varying rates and 
degrees, the presence of a 
“ ratchet effect” is felt, that is. 
movement down the funnels is 
much easier than backing up 


Outside forces are also great 
determinants of the courtship 
progress. Aside from the time 
factor in which during the first 
six months of going together 
the largest percentage has de­ 
cided whether or not to marry 
their steady, there are the 
values and attitudes of friends. 
According to Dr. Broderick, 
“ the probability of a steady 
couple finding themselves at 
the bottom of the commitment 
funnel is 10 times higher if 
their friends are also there" 


marry as among those 
had decided to enter college. 


SO IT goes, the funnel sys­ 
tem advances from one step 
to another, with strong pres­ 
sure exerted on the couple to 
match an important advance 
in one funnel with a corres­ 
ponding movement in the oth­ 
er. 


The net effect of all these 
characteristics is, in the words 
ol Dr. Broderick, to make the 
sides of the funnels slippery. 
‘ Once a serious relationship 
gets started it takes little or 
no effort to get more and more 
involved but it takes an act of 
will to hold the line and it is 
olten quite painful to extricate 
oneself altogether. 


AND. surprisingly, the opin­ 
ion of parents 
also counts 
heavily, though not quite as 
heavily as that ol friends. The 
parents’ approval 
gives the 
over-all feeling that early mar­ 
riage is feasible and this in 
turn aids the couple in making 
a decision. 


“THUS, if this view of Am­ 
erican courtship is at all ac­ 
curate, we slip and slide into 
marriage . . . sometimes joy­ 
fully with great peace of mind 
and mutual satisfaction, and 
sometimes 
fearfully with 
a 
helpless sense of being caught 
in a trap we can’t escape But 
sooner or later almost all of 
us do in fact reach the bottom 
of both funnels and so are 
joined in matrimony.” Rather 
than pay the high price of get­ 
ting out of the relationship, the 
couple ehoses the easier road 
to matrimony. 


THIS IS coupled with the in­ 
timacy funnel, which “ranges 
from casual hand holding to a 
full and continuing sexual re­ 
lationship.”

Brown's Courtroom Ban 
Move Was A Wrong One 


Apparently. Gov. Edmund G. Brown 


does not intend to place on special call 
the oft-repeated request to lift the 
newly instituted ban against court* 
loom photography 
His refusal to consider the matter 


this year is lamentable. But even more 
lamentable is the fact that his refusal 
seems to be based on misinformation 
on his part. 
Rule 980. the ban on courtroom 


photography, was imposed by the state 
Judicial Council, effective Jan. 1. 1960. 
Cntil then, the use of photography and 
other equipment to record court pro­ 
ceedings was largely left to the discre­ 
tion of each courtroom judge. 
In a letter to Ben I). Martin, gen­ 
era! manager of the California News­ 
paper 
Publishers 
Assn. 
Governor 


Brown indicated support for rescind­ 
ing Rule 980 but added that the mat­ 
ter could wait until 1967 without seri­ 
ous hardship because “ the rule has 
been in effect for so many, many years 
already.” 
As Martin has pointed out. R u l e 


980 was adopted by the Judicial Coun­ 
cil without full hearings and over the 
express objection of an Assembly reso­ 
lution. And it has been in etfect only 
since January of this year, not ‘ so 
many, many years 
as the Governor 


has been led to believe 


In fact, rescinding ol Rule 980 would 


merely restore courtroom press cover­ 


age to the position which existed for 
“ many, many years” up to and includ­ 
ing Dec. 31, 1965. 
The Judicial Council held that pho­ 
tography and recording devices should 
be barred because they are “ disturb­ 
ing influences in a courtroom, no mat­ 
ter how unobtrusively they are con­ 
ducted.” 
This, we submit, is obsolete think­ 
ing that dates back to the days when 
cameramen with lumbering equipment 
snapped their pictures with a big ex­ 
plosion. accompanied by a puff of 
black smoke. 
Modern noiseless and flashless cam­ 
eras and silent recorders are no more 
“ disturbing influences" than the re­ 
porter with paper and pencil. News­ 
papers. 
including the Independent- 


Journat, have proved this on many oc­ 
casions. We have had photographers, 
with small camera at lap level, take 
pictures of court ceremonies, unbe­ 
knownst to the participants. 
The public, who cannot all attend 


every court session, have thus had the 
benefit ol courtroom pictures as well 
as word description. 
The ban on pictures and recordings 


is a serious infringement on the pub­ 
lic’s right of access to their courts. 
Rule 980 should be rescinded, and 


the sooner the better. We regret that 
the Governor apparently intends to 
put oft action until next vear.

WASHINGTON - Those who 
want the “ war on poverty” to 
do well and also those who 
want to see Negroes free to 
take their full place in Ameri­ 
can life should feel only dis­ 
may at two events this past 
week: 
1. Raucous and unruly par­ 
ticipants at a convention of a 
“ Citizens Crusade Against 
Poverty” in Washington 
taunted and jeered Director 
Sargent Shriver. When he 
found he couldn’t have an or­ 
derly question period, Shriver 
left the hall, declaring "I will 
not participate in a riot." 
2. The Rev. Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King formally committed 
his Southern Christian Leader­ 
ship Conference to cause the 
U.S. to quit defending South 
Viet Nam and let those who 
want to crush civil rights take 
over in that nation. 


THE LEADERS for a larger 
citizens’ role in the “ war on 
poverty” and the leaders in 
the cause of racial justice have 
much in common. But 1 can't 
see how either group can bene­ 
fit by practicing uncivil dis­ 
obedience against the man so 
dedicated to their goal and by 
trying to turn the voting rights 
movement into a massive lob­ 
by against saving South Viet 
Nam from aggression 
Such a course can only di­ 
vide and weaken the civil 
rights movement. 
And how can those who most 
need to be benefited by the 
“ war on poverty” expect to 
play a responsible role in its 
administration if they can't 
even play a responsible role in 
a convention called to further 
their playing a responsible 
role? 


CHAIRMAN I)r 
Eugene 
Carson Balkc had to abruptly 
break off the convention be­ 
cause. as he said, “ we couldn't 
have an orderly meeting 
Civil rights leader. Bayard

This attitude is almost cer­ 
tainly unrepresentative of the 
beneficiaries of the program. 
But I think that the Johnson 
administration itself must bear 
some of the blame for the mis­ 
conception of many who ap­ 
parently feel that the Econom­ 
ic Opportunity Act is a fed­ 
eral handout to bring every­ 
body's income up to at least 
$3.000 a year, 


IT ISN’T SO intended. It is 
intended to help provide the 
training, education and incen­ 
tive to enable the very poor 
to take advantage of the o{>- 
portunities before them. But 
the administration has so over­ 
sloganized its “ war on pov­ 
erty" that it has helped breed 
the very state of mind that 
does the program so much 
harm. This when-do-we-get-the- 
money idea is a vivid example. 
As to Martin Luther King's 
view that the U. S. defense of 
South Viet Nam is “ a sordid 
military adventure.” obviously 
it is his right to advocate any 
foreign policy he wishes. But 
to try to tie the civil rights 
movement to Dr. King's per­ 
sonal opinions on Viet Nam 
will hurt the cause he has so 
much aided. Most Americans 
support the civil rights move­ 
ment and most Americans sup­ 
port the defense of South Viet 
Nam 
How can it help for Dr. king 
to use one to decry the other 
and possibly end up alienating 
many who would otherwise 
support him?

College's Student Rights Stand 


Stuns Junior College Conference 


College of Marin student 
government leaders attended 
a state-wide convention of jun­ 
ior college student leaders 
early this month and found 
occasion to use one of the old­ 
est political convention ma­ 
neuvers — the walkout. 


THE OCCASION was the 
conference of the California 
Junior College Student Govern­ 
ment Assn. in San Diego April 
1. The Marin delegates, trailed 
by representatives from five 
other Bay Area colleges, took 
a walk when delegates from 
less liberal minded institutions 
refused to consider a College 
of Marin drafted “declaration 
of student rights.” 
According to the Marin stu­ 
dents, other delegates at the 
convention feared the declar­ 
ation “ might lead to student 
uprisings, pornography or sex­ 
ual freedom leagues on cam­ 
pus.” 
What was this startling doc­ 
ument? College of Marin dele­ 
gate Hal Aigner explained that 
it would do nothing more than 
guarantee the rights Marin 
students 
have 
enjoyed 
for 
years. He said these are: 


THE RIGHT to a press free 
from censorship; the right of 
students to take stands on pub­ 
lic issues; the right to form 
organizations based on any in­ 
terest. unless banned by state 
or federal law; the right of 
students to be informed on all 
matters concerning their col­ 
leges: 
the right of student 
government to participate with 


administrators in decisions af­ 
fecting their student bodies 
and the right of students to 
hear speakers on any subject. 
Male students at College of 
Marin will be able to exercise 
another right May 14, 21 and 
June 3. That is the right to 
attempt to postpone military 
service by taking a test for 
deferment as college students. 


THE TROUBLE WITH work­ 
ing live in an electronic media 
is that there are no erasers. 
Corte Madera town council­ 
man Charles F. Pendleton, re­ 
porting on the April 12 city 
election in Larkspur that night, 
suffered a few minutes of dis­ 
comfort because of this. 
Pendleton's call from Lark­ 
spur city hall was switched 
live onto radio station KTIM's 
airwaves and he proceeded to 
declare that all precincts had 
reported in. The final tally, he 
reported, 
d e a l t incumbent 
Mayor Neil R. Brlxon out of 
the race and placed challeng­ 
ers William Fleckles and Al­ 
fred Malvino in the number 
one and two positions, respec­ 
tively. 


PENDLETON'S c o u n t of 
votes was accurate, but the 
precinct which voted at Larks­ 
pur Corte Madera School had 
not yet reported in. When that 
count did come in, it was 
enough to move Brixon from 
third to first place and Fleckles 
back to third, out of the run­ 
ning. 
All this was duly reported by j 
a chagrined Pendleton 10 m in-1 
utes later.

KKK. White Citizens’ Coun­ 
cils and the American Nazi 
Party.” 


NOW. THAT IS certainly 
only G<hkI clean Fun, and noth­ 
ing that any fair-minded read­ 
er can possibly object to. If 
ym read into it the implication 
that Reagan is viciously anti- 
Semitic, that Is your own con­ 
clusion. Let no one say that 
the 
Beverly 
Hills 
Courier, 
which just happens to be pub­ 
lished in a town with a large 
percentage of Jews, is guilty 
of using the Big Lie. Heavens 
to Betsy, no! After all, an in­ 
nuendo is not a direct charge 
— and only if the shoe fits, 
need Ronnie put it on. 


I SHOULD HAVE remem­ 
bered my history and recalled 
the frightful pogroms that took 
place in this century during 
the administration of McKin­ 
ley, Teddy Roosevelt, Taft, 
Harding.
